aimless, shrieks and howls, bleeps and weeps, 
and a thousand unctious voices speaking unctious- 
ly. AM broadcasters are a strange breed, with 
holes in the brain cells when it comes to the 
simple concept of enlightening while entertaining, 
to lose a couple of dollars for a couple of hours 
to see how strange the transmission of new and 
live ideas and music. 

We've talked to them---and we still do: and 
they snort and laugh up their sleeves and wonder 
at our peculiar blindness to the fathomless worlds 
of business. "Yeah---five minute newscasts, and 
that's all'' says the news director: You don"t 
want us to drive away our listeners with too much, 
now, do you?'' The program director: "Whaat? Play 
that Zoo music on this station...you crazy or 
something?" And the. chief, the manager, the boss: 
isolated from all that raucous noise below: "Listen:
